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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Reconsideration of this patent application is respectfully 
requested in view of the following remarks. Claims 1-11 are in 
the application. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-3 and 5-9 under 35 U.S.C, 
§ 102(e) as being anticipated by Lockeridge et al. and rejected 
claim 4 under 35 U-S.C- § 103 as being unpatentable over 
Lockeridsre et al. Claims 10-11 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103 as being unpatentable over Lockeridge et al, in view of 
Hirabayashi et al. Applicant respectfully traverses. 

Lockeridge is focused on creating a computerized coloring 
system, where the user colors in the line drawing on the 
computer. The program in iocJceridge allows a user to paint in 
the appropriate areas using a color index generated by the 
program to create a paint-by-number image. Lockeridge is focused 
on creating a watercolor-like image from a standard image. The 
present invention relates to the creation of a line drawing from 
a photograph or other digital image, which the user can then 
color in as desired. There is no need for a computer graphics 
package, or a color index as required by Lockeridge. 

The kit of the present invention was designed for coloring 
in the paper printout using crayons or conventional drawing 
materials, in Lockeridge, while there was a coloring printout, it 
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is only to check the product color. There would be no reason for 
a color check, if the drawing were to be by hand* The printout in 
Lockeridge is intended to convert a coitqputer image into a paint- 
by-number computer program using watercolor and then print out 
the final product, against a color chart, so that there would be 
little distortion of the final color printout. 

The sense in which the print with the color code of 
Lockeridge is used actually teaches away from the present 
invention, because there would never be a need for a computer 
check if the end product was to be painted by hand, as with the 
present invention. 

Accordingly, Applicant submits that claims 1-11 as amended 
are patentable over the cited references, taken either singly or 
in combination. Early allowance of the amended claims is 
respectfully requested .
